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Sale of Epsom police station helps the Surrey force net £30m

EPSOM police station has been sold, 
bringing down the curtain on a five- 
year programme to dispose of more 
than 20 police stations across Sur¬ 
rey 

Surrey Police raised more than 
£30m with the closure and sale of 
police stations in Epsom, Leather- 
head, Walton-on-Thames, Esher, and 
other Surrey towns and villages. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
David Munro said the capital raised 
by the sales would help fill a funding 
gap of £9m dating back to 2009 and 
that the potential negative effects of 
stations being closed were offset by 
a more collaborative approach with 
other services. 

Epsom and Ewell police are now 
based in the borough’s council offic¬ 
es in The Parade. 

Mr Munro said: “We continue to 
make best use of our existing estate 
and locations - including co-loca¬ 
tion with partners in a number of 
boroughs for better joined up work¬ 
ing, ensuring best value for the pub¬ 
lic and providing a single place for 
local communities to come to access 
services. 

“Police estate is under constant 
review to make sure that we have 
the right estate to meet our current 
and future needs. Any significant 
changes to the estate will be publi¬ 
cised as and when decisions have 
been made. 

“We are committed to keeping 
a fixed police presence in commu¬ 
nities currently served by a police 
station.” 

Fraser Castle from the property 
consultants Bruton Knowles’ Guild¬ 
ford office has overseen the pro¬ 
gramme. 

He said: “The Epsom station was 
the last in a series of disposals we 
have handled across the county in 
what has been a very positive ex¬ 
ercise for Surrey Police with some 
significant wins, most notably at 
Walton-on-Thames and Leather- 


head, where we were able to add sig¬ 
nificant value through land assem¬ 
bly and negotiation with the local 
authority” 

In April Epsom and Ewell Neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector Jackie Elkins 
told the Epsom Guardian that Gov¬ 


ernment cuts to the force mean Sur¬ 
rey Police must save £25m by 2019. 

To make this saving, 234 civilian 
staff posts and 32 police officers are 
to be cut during this period, and the 
force will also be merging its human 
resources and finance departments 


with Sussex Police as well as shar¬ 
ing its dog and helicopter section. 

Inspector Elkins said despite the 
cuts, residents of Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell would see more officers on the 
street, and described it as a more 
“cost-effective” and collaborative 


approach to policing that will offer 
“continuity of care” to victims of 
crime. 

She said: “If anything, the pub¬ 
lic will see more police presence 
with more officers patrolling the 
area.”

More than 100 residents sign to support appeal for funds to help tackle scourge of obesity 

Councillor looks to score ace with 
petition to revamp tennis courts

AS THE oldest tennis tournament in 
the world gets underway at Wimble¬ 
don this week, an Epsom and Ewell 
councillor has served up a petition to 
save cracked courts in the borough. 

More than 100 residents have 
signed Councillor Jane Race of 
College ward’s petition to have the 
courts at Alexandra Recreation 
Ground in Epsom resurfaced. 

Cllr Race says the courts have not 
been resurfaced for 10 years and has 
appealed to the council to find the 
funds to do so. 

A spokesman for Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council confirmed there 
were currently no plans to resurface 
the courts due to a shortage of funds. 

In her petition Cllr Race argued 
“given the present obesity crisis in 
the UK and the strain this has on our

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NHS”, providing “quality leisure fa¬ 
cilities” should be made a priority 

She said: “They are quite badly 
cracked and have an uneven surface. 
If left they will not be safe for people 
to use. 

“I started playing there when I was 
quite small and I’m keen that the 
next generation of people will be able 
to use them. 

“It is important we have free facil¬ 
ities for people, especially the young, 
who can’t afford club membership.” 

When this newspaper went to press 
yesterday, 149 people had signed her 
petition, with several signees leaving 
messages of support. 

Jo Bland from Epsom wrote: “The 
council should not forget investing 
in sport facilities saves healthcare 
issues longer term that are expensive 
to treat.” 

Mark Ayers from Epsom wrote: 
“The three tennis courts are a great 
facility to have in the park as (it) en¬ 
courages all members of the commu¬ 
nity to pick up a tennis 
racquet and exercise. 

“This facilitates pre¬ 
cious family time to¬ 
gether and is a healthy 
outdoor activity.” 

Cllr Race added: “In 
order to justify [resur¬ 
facing the courts] the 
council have to see 
that they are well-used 
and in demand. 

“I know they are 
well-used. 

“They are well-used 
at the weekends, espe-

cially during the summer. It is hard 
to get a court. 

“A petition is basically the only 
way to see the numbers.” 

A council spokesman said: “There 
is no maintenance scheduled to re¬ 
surface the tennis courts at Alexan¬ 
dra Park. 

“We have very limited funds to 
undertake such activity, and expend¬ 


iture is prioritised to those projects 
in greatest need. 

“However the council welcomes 
petitions and recognises that they 
are one way in which people can let 
us know their concerns,” the spokes¬ 
man added.

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EU Referendum: Councils adopt wait-and-see police after Britain votes to leave 

'Well plough through as normal’

COUNCILS are unsure about 
what the future holds for local 
governments in Epsom, Ewell 
and Mole Valley after Britain 
voted to leave the European Un¬ 
ion (EU) last week. 

More than 17m people nation¬ 
wide (51.9 per cent of the vote) 
voted for the UK to leave the EU 
in last Thursday’s referendum. 

In Epsom and Ewell 23,596 
people (52.1 per cent) voted to 


stay in the EU, while in Mole Val¬ 
ley 29,088 people (53.1 per cent) 
backed the Remain campaign. 

Neil Dallen, Resident Asso¬ 
ciation’ Councillor for Epsom 
Town ward and Surrey County 
Councillor, admitted the coun¬ 
cil was unsure what the long¬ 
term effects might be on local 
government. 

He said: “In the short-term I 
can’t see it having a major im¬ 
pact on the people of Epsom and 
Ewell. We will just plough on as 
normal. 

“But there is uncertainty over 
the medium-to-long-term. 


“No one knows what might 
happen.” 

Epsom and Ewell is part of the 
Coast to Capital local enterprise 
partnership (LEP) - a partner¬ 
ship between local authorities 
and businesses in south London, 
Surrey and Sussex. 

Cllr Dallen explained that the 
future of EU funding for the 
Coast to Capital LEP - and so 
funding for local businesses in 
Epsom and Ewell - faced an un¬ 
certain future post-Brexit. 

Cllr Dallen added: “We may 
also get hit by petrol prices go¬ 
ing up and inflation. 


“We may see 
companies 
not sur¬ 
vive which 
gives us 
more unem- 
ployment 
and potential¬ 
ly more homeless.” 

Sterling hit a 
31-year low and a pe¬ 
tition calling for a second 
referendum has received more 
than 3.5m signatures following 
the result. 

Mole Valley District Council¬ 
lors were similarly uncertain

about the effects of Brexit at local 
level. 

Councillor Vivienne Michael, 
leader of the council said: “It is 
too early to say what the impact of 
the result of the referendum will 
be on local government. 

“In common with other organ¬ 
isations and businesses up and 
down the country, it is not until 
we know more about how this 
will affect Britain’s relationship 
with the EU that we will be able to 
accurately predict how this will 
affect the services we provide 
and the way we operate as a 
district council.” 
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Grayling out of running Businesses 

want action 
for stability 

SURREY'S business leaders have 
urged "swift, decisive and co¬ 
ordinated action" from Government 
and the Bank of England to both 
stabilise markets spooked by the 
Brexit vote and to provide a "clear 
timeline" for the UK's departure. 

Surrey Chamber of Commerce 
chief executive, Louise Punter, made 
the statement as the BBC reported 
investment bank Morgan Stanley 
was preparing to move 2,000 staff 
overseas. 

She said: "Surrey businesses have 
showed themselves to be innovative, 
resilient and forward looking, as 
demonstrated through the last 
recession. 

"The immediate priorities for 
business are market stability and 
political clarity. 

"Business will also want to see a 
detailed plan to support the economy 
during the coming transition period - 
as confidence, investment, hiring and 
growth would all be deeply affected 
by a prolonged period of uncertainty. 

"If ever there were a time to ditch 
the straight-jacket of fiscal rules 
for investment in a better business 
infrastructure, this is it. 

"Given David Cameron's 
announcement to step down by 
October we are very concerned at 
the potential delay in presenting a 
timeline but will continue to push 
for it. 

"From our perspective the 
health of the economy must be 
the number one priority - not the 
Westminster political post-mortem." 


EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling has ruled himself out 
of the running for Prime Min¬ 
ister following David Camer¬ 
on’s resignation. 

Mr Cameron said he would 
step down by October on Fri¬ 
day, June 24, after the British 
people voted to leave the EU 
in a close referendum the day 
before. 

Mr Grayling was one of 85 
MPs who signed Poole MP 
Robert Syms’ letter last week 
insisting Mr Cameron should 
stay on as PM regardless of the 
outcome of the referendum. 

Boris Johnson, Theresa May 
and Michael Gove are among 
the frontrunners to replace Mr 
Cameron, but former justice 
secretary Mr Grayling has not 
yet decided who he will sup¬ 
port to succeed him. 

The leader of the House of 
Commons also ruled him¬ 
self out of the running 
for Conservative party 
leadership. 

He said: “No, [I will | 
not be running], I wasn’t 
even tempted. I very 
much wanted [David 


Cameron] to stay on -1 tried to 
persuade him to stay. 

“I think he has been a good 
Prime Minister and I think his 
relationships with other Euro¬ 
pean leaders would have been 
a positive benefit during this 
transitional phase.” 

Mr Grayling, who backed the 
Leave campaign, said he was 
pleased with the result. 

He said: “I think it is the 
right thing for Britain. I think 
it will create more opportuni¬ 
ties for us around the world. 

“The rest of the EU is head¬ 
ing towards much closer inte¬ 
gration, but now I think we can 
be a strong, outward-facing 
country without being restrict¬ 
ed by the EU. 

“We will be able to do things 
that are right for Britain with¬ 
out having to be told whether 
we can do something or 
not by Brussels.”

Blunt backs Brexit... and BoJo for PM 


AFTER signing a letter plead¬ 
ing with David Cameron to 
stay on as Prime Minister, 
Reigate and Banstead MP 
Crispin Blunt has offered his 
support for Boris Johnson to 
succeed the departing PM af¬ 
ter Mr Cameron announced 
his resignation last week. 

Mr Blunt, pictured, is cel¬ 
ebrating the UK’s decision to 
leave the EU. 

He said: “The country need¬ 
ed to make a strategic choice 
over its role in the world. 

“The country was split on 
this as was the Conservative 
party, but we have come to 


a settled decision. 

“It is a decision that is in line 
with the long-term interests of 
the UK.” 

The stock market plunged 
and the FTSE 100 index fell 
by more than eight per cent 
within minutes of trade 
opening on Friday, but 
Mr Blunt expects markets 
to stabilise and believes 
leaving the EU repre¬ 
sents an “opportuni¬ 
ty” for the UK. 

“The mar¬ 
kets will have 
to calm down 
and work out 



that not very much has changed,” 
he said. 

“Nothing will change for at least 
two years. 

“People will then see this 
economy is quite suited to 
a global role rather than a 
regional role. 

“We will have the op¬ 
portunity to explore all 
of its worldwide relation¬ 
ships - with the United 
States, with the old Com¬ 
monwealth, with the 
new Commonwealth. 
There are special Brit¬ 
ish relationships all 
over the world.”

‘Blackout’ 
car smash 

THREE cars crashed on the 
A24 Epsom Road this week 
after a driver reportedly 
blacked out at the wheel and 
crashed into a lamppost be¬ 
fore being hit by two other 
cars. 

A crew from Epsom fire 
station were called to the 
crash between the Homebase 
roundabout and Upper High 
Street, Epsom at about 4pm 
on Monday, June 27. 

Paramedics were called to 
the crash site to check over 
the drivers involved. 

While fire crews worked to 
clear the carriageway of de¬ 
bris and paramedics carried 
out checks on the drivers, 
commuters were stuck in 
nearly three miles of traffic. 

London-bound queues 
stretched back past Epsom 
Hospital, while Epsom-bound 
queues stretch back to the 
crossroads near the Organ 
Inn. 

A spokesman from Epsom 
fire station said: “I think the 
man blacked out and hit the 
bollards and lamppost in the 
middle of the road, and then 
got hit by two cars coming 
the other way. 

“Nobody was trapped, but 
everybody was shaken up.”

A CHESSINGTON mother 
who gave birth to twin girls, 
knowing one of them would 
die shortly after being born, 
has created a butterfly logo to 
display on hospital beds to let 
other new parents know that 
a baby has not survived. 

Millie Smith, 24, of Fir- 
croft Road in Chessington, 
prematurely gave birth to 
daughters Callie and Skye on 
April 30. 

Twelve weeks into her 
pregnancy, Miss Smith and 
partner Lewis Cann, 25, 
learnt that Skye, had anen- 
cephaly, a condition where 
the skull does not properly 
form leaving the brain ex¬ 
posed, and she died a few 
hours after being born. 

Miss Smith said: “I was in 
a neonatal ward with Callie, 
and there were three sets of 
twins crying. 

“A parent who didn’t know 
what I’d been through turned 
to me and said, ‘You are so 


lucky you don’t have twins.’ 

“When she said this to me, 
It just broke me. I know the 
mother would have felt bad 
if she knew how her words 
affected me.” 

Miss Smith came up with 
the idea of a laminated pur¬ 
ple butterfly that midwives 


can put on maternity beds as 
a symbol to let other parents 
know that a baby was part of 
a multiple pregnancy, but did 
not survive. She said: “Some 
days I didn’t want to talk 
about it and some days I did 
“I thought there was some¬ 
thing we could put to make 


people know it happened 
but that I didn’t want to talk 
about it. People kept saying 
‘Rest in peace,’ but it’s quite 
morbid. I only came up with 
it about two weeks ago.” 

She added: “We set up Skye 
High to support Kingston 
Hospital and, long-term, I’d 
like to take it across the coun¬ 
try but we’ll need more fund¬ 
ing. I’ve had messages from 
hundreds of people from all 
over the world in Australia 
and America.” 

The couple hope to raise 
£10,000 for a counsellor at 
Kingston Hospital to help 
support parents during and 
after the post-natal period if 
their child has died. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “We are very happy to 
support Millie in developing 
the butterfly concept as an 
option for parents who have 
lost one of their babies, but 
still have a surviving baby on 
the unit. 

“Some of the best initia¬ 
tives and ideas come from 
parents who have used the 
neonatal unit. The scheme 
is a lovely way of honouring 
Skye.”

Residents to have say 
on village masterplan

A MASTERPLAN laying the 
blueprint for the future of 
Ashtead is to be opened up to 
public consultation after three 
years of planning. 

Mole Valley District Council 
voted to publish Ashtead Neigh¬ 
bourhood Forum’s plan and ask 
residents for feedback at an exec¬ 
utive meeting on Tuesday, June 
21. 



Greenbelt land in Pleasure Pit 


If adopted, the group’s neigh¬ 
bourhood development plan 
(NDP) would set guidelines for 
Ashtead’s infrastructure and 
transport needs, style and size 
of housing, and the protection 
of the green belt and the village’s 
historical heritage. 

Tony Tuley, chairman of the 
Ashtead Neighbourhood Forum, 
said: “I’m obviously very pleased 
that the hard work put in by all 
of the team has achieved the goal 
of getting that approved. 

“We look forward to the next 
bit which unfortunately will take 
some time.” 

Following a successful consul¬ 
tation, the plan draft would be 
scrutinised by an independent 
examiner and, if found sound, 
would be subject to a community 
referendum. 

Mr Tuley believes Ashtead’s 
population will increase - as it 
did from 13,467 people in 2001 
to 14,169 people in 2011 - and 
that building more homes will 
encourage people to stay in the 
area. 

He added: “We are hoping 
to maintain the proportion of 
smaller houses in Ashtead. A lot 
are being extended or knocked 
down and larger ones are being 
built. 

“We can see from the popula¬ 
tion projections that we will need 
more smaller houses for the sin¬ 


gle, the aged and for youngsters. 

“Hopefully it will encourage 
people to stay in the area. 

“We are surrounded by green 
belt land and we want to keep it 
that way. 

“We are also fortunate to have 
a local butcher, baker and green¬ 
grocer as well as supermarket, 
and we want to maintain the lo¬ 
cal economy” 

Following the consultation, the 
plan draft would be scrutinised 
by an independent examiner and, 
if found sound, would be subject 
to a community referendum. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) advises that this could 
be held in spring 2017. 

Mr Tuley said: “We have tried 
to be very objective on the whole 
thing, but I think this is in the in¬ 
terests of Ashtead and I’m posi¬ 
tive we will get the right vote. 

“We will put in a lot of effort 
to make sure people are aware of 
the issues.” 

MVDC leader, Councillor Vivi¬ 
enne Michael said: “The draft 
NDP represents an exciting step 
forward for Ashtead which will 
allow it to help its communities 
thrive. 

“MVDC is pleased to be sup¬ 
porting the Ashtead Neighbour¬ 
hood Forum in creating this plan. 

“It gives residents a great op¬ 
portunity to get involved in shap¬ 
ing their community’s future.”

However, local 
authorites and pet owners are unsure of laws required to prosecute offenders, as JESSICA CLARK reports

some dog owners don’t realise they 
have options if their pet is a victim 
of an attack. 

That is what happened when 
Terry Jefferys’ beloved German 
shepherd, Rozie, was attacked by 
the same dog twice earlier this 
year. 

Mr Jefferys, from Eltham, said 
he felt there was not enough help 
or guidance from the authorities 
on what action he should take. 

He said: “It was the same dog 
twice being walked without a lead. 

“The police didn’t want to know, 
the council didn’t want to know, 
it’s a joke and it isn’t fair. 

“I just went from the police to 


ALTHOUGH there are only four 
types of dog breeds banned in the 
UK - the pit bull terrier, Japanese 
tosa, dogo Argentino, and fila 
Brasiliero - it is against the law to 
let any dog be “dangerously out of 
control”. 

This is if the dog injures 
someone or makes someone 
worried it might injure them. 



options available to them. 

He said: “It is not straightforward. 

“If it is a dog on dog attack then 
the Dangerous Dogs Act would only 
apply if a person is injured. 

“The most useful bit of legislation 
dates back to 1871, but it is so old 
sometimes people forget that it 
exists. It can be enacted by either the 
police or the council, they can both 
use it. 

“There is also a community 
protection notice that can be taken 
out against the owner.” 

Unlike the more recent Dangerous 
Dogs Act of 1991, Section 2 of The 
Dogs Act of 1871 states a dog can 
show itself to be dangerous in 
its general behaviour, not just its 
behaviour towards a person. 

Mr Cooper added the best way 
to make sure dogs do not become 
dangerous is to make sure they are 
fully socialised from an early age. 

Caroline Kisko, secretary of The 
Kennel Club, called dangerous dogs a 
“social problem”. 

She said: “The problem of 
dangerous dogs is a social one and 
needs to be tackled through the 
enforcement of effective legislation 
that seeks to curb irresponsible 
owners of all types of dog and better 
educate the dog-owning public to 
prevent incidents before they occur.” 

Mr Cooper added: “It would be so 
much better if we could look at the 
law and take the best bits of each. 

“We want people to have dogs 
but we want them to have them 
responsibly.”

Defective stamp may 
collect sale premium

ASHTEAD philatelists are pre¬ 
paring to sell a defective three 
penny stamp for more than £160 
at an auction this weekend. 

The purple stamp, which was 
printed in 1961 to celebrate the 
centenary of the Post Office 
Savings Bank, would have cost 
someone three pence 55 years 
ago. 

Paul Warren, one of the own¬ 
ers of Epsom Stamp Shop in 
Waterloo Road, Epsom, says the 
stamp would normally not fetch 
more than a few pence. 

But one eagle-eyed buyer no¬ 
ticed the stamp was missing its 
brown colouring, making it ex¬ 
tremely rare, and therefore val¬ 
uable, according to Mr Warren. 

He believes it may sell for 
more than £160 when it goes 
under the hammer on Saturday, 
July 2. 

Mr Warren has speculated 
that two sheets of 120 stamps 
might have got stuck together 
before going through the print¬ 
ing press - meaning one sheet 
did not receive the brown col¬ 


ouring that the other 114 million 
otherwise identical stamps did. 

He added: “These things do 
happen, but it is a very rare 
item. 

“Some of these stamps would 
have been used in the post, oth¬ 
ers would have been destroyed. 

“It also could easily have been 
used without being noticed. 

“It is obviously a very big pre¬ 
mium on what it would be in a 


normal collection.” 

The auction will be held at 
St George’s Christian Centre in 
Barnett Wood Lane, Ashtead, 
on Saturday, July 2.

After four months of uncertainty, 
Britain is to leave the EU and David 
Cameron will step down as Prime 
Minister. But what will happen to 
the UK property market? 

A raft of mixed messages and 
predictions have been made about 
the economy, and their possible 
effects on the property industry. 

As Chancellor George Osborne 
spoke for the first time since the 
result was announced, he said the 
UK was ready to face the future 
from a "position of strength" 
and indicated there would be no 
immediate emergency Budget, 
saying it could wait until there was 
a new Prime Minister. 

Mr Osborne said he had spoken 
to Bank of England Governor Mark 
Carney and that there were "well 
thought through contingency plans 
if needed". This comes after David 
Cameron said he would step down 
as Prime Minister, staying in the 
post for three months to provide 
stability but that "fresh leadership" 
was needed. Meanwhile, Labour 


leader Jeremy Corbyn was told he 
would face a leadership challenge 
if he refused to resign in the face of 
many frontbench resignations. 

But what's the future of the 
UK housing market? Following 
the result, Ed Mead, Executive 
Director of estate agency Douglas 
& Gordon, had said on Friday 
that he believed there would be a 
London exodus: "Short term, we 
may see some positive news, with 
a cut in base rates and a possible 
tax-cutting emergency Budget... 
but this is likely to be a short-term 
gain, with London ultimately 
losing its hard-earned status as 
the world's financial capital, and 
global company boards relocating 
to capitals in the EU." 

Meanwhile in the Brexit camp, 
Paul Smith, the Chief Executive 
of Spicerhaart, said a drop in 
prices would be unlikely. He 
welcomed the Leave result and 
called for confidence within the 
industry. "We've grasped a huge 
opportunity for the UK and we 


have every reason to be confident 
about the long-term success of the 
property market," he said. 

"The underlying strength of 
property is sound, and it will 
remain a great investment because 
more people than ever are looking 
to get on to the ladder and there 
simply aren't enough homes 
available. 

"In the short-term, things could 
be turbulent as people come to 
terms with a result that wasn't 
expected. But we now have some 
certainty. 

"House prices may go up and 
down as they always have, but 
demand pressures will sustain 
prices over the long-term. We're 
on course to see the greatest 
investment since the war, and 
residential property continue to 
pay off for home owners. 

"Britain should be confident. We 
are an economic powerhouse and 
we will continue to be a magnet for 
international investment." 

Prior to the result, the Treasury 


said house prices could be hit 
by between 10% and 18% over 
the next two years, compared to 
where they otherwise would have 
been. And the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors had said 
uncertainty over the outcome 
had created the biggest fall in the 
number of people trying to buy a 
property since the financial crisis. 
Indeed, immediately following 
the result, experts predicted there 
would be a fall in transaction levels 
and a halt in price rises. 

On Friday, some agents reported 
that buyers had immediately 
pulled out of deals. A spokesman 
for Chestertons said an agent had 
"lost three deals in just over an 
hour", but overseas investors had 
also made contact. 

Despite the certainty of the 
result, the full effects for the 
property industry remain very much 
unknown and only time will tell what 
the long-term effects will be.

co-director Rob Ashford have assembled 
a staggering cast for their production 
of Romeo and Juliet in the West End 
that includes Downton Abbey's Lily 
James, Game of Thrones Richard 
Madden (both pictured), 

Meera Syal and Derek Jacobi. 

And that quality extends 
to the man charged with 
bringing the stage show to 
cinema screens across the 
country on July 7. 

Looking for a director 
who would not only cover 
what happened on stage but 
transform it into something 
new and unique, he enlisted the 
man who directed him in the latest 
series of the acclaimed Wallander, 
Benjamin Caron.

LEATHERHEAD’S Chris 
Langridge is determined to 
show the world what he is 
made of after being selected 
by Team GB for this sum¬ 
mer’s Olympic Games in Rio. 

Langridge and his men’s 
doubles partner Marcus Ellis 
secured one of the 16 qualifi¬ 
cation places for their disci¬ 
pline in May, and their spot 
on the plane to Brazil was 
confirmed on Monday. 

The duo are part of an 
eight-strong Team GB squad 
which was unveiled at the 
National Badminton Centre 
in Milton Keynes, and Surrey 
Smashers captain Langridge 
is champing at the bit to get 
going. 

He said: “It is amazing to 
be going to Rio. When you are 
little you want to represent 
Great Britain in an Olym¬ 
pics and now it has been 
announced, it shows all of 
that hard work after so many 
years has paid off. 

“Now I can do what I have 
always wanted to do, and that 
is showing the world what I 
can do on the biggest stage, 
representing Team GB.” 

He added: “We realised 
about three months into the 
qualifying period that we had 


a really good chance of qual¬ 
ifying and then thankfully as 
the year went on, that went 
from us thinking about it to 
us saying ‘Hold on, we have 
an amazing chance here. 
Come on, we are going to do 
this.’” 

It is the first time since the 
Athens 2004 Olympic Games 
that Great Britain has rep¬ 
resentation across all five 
disciplines in badminton. 

Team GB have won two 
medals in badminton since 
its inclusion as a full-medal 
sport in 1992 - with Simon 
Archer and Joanne Goode 
taking bronze at Sydney in 
2000, and Gail Emms and 
Nathan Robertson winning 
silver four years later in Ath¬ 
ens. 

Langridge and Ellis are 
20th in the world rankings, 
but showed they could com¬ 
pete with the best at the YON- 
EX All England in March 
where they beat number 
three pairing Kim Gi Jung 
and Kim Sa Rang. 

Langridge added: “My 
hopes for Rio are that I want 
to play well, be in the best 
shape of my career, put in 
good performances and com¬ 
pete with everyone that I play 
against. 

“Until the draw is official¬ 
ly made it will be hard to 
know exactly who we are go¬ 
ing to play. The way Marcus

and I play works really well 
against some pairs and not 


quite as well against other 
pairs.”
